settlement on the frontier. There, in a 
large st.one hou'"!', he lived in true baronial 
(tylw. He snieria.nvd there Captniu 
Marryalt, Colonel Kmeuiont, Fealhorstone- 
Uaugb, the traveller, and other distin- 
guislisd wanderers in this ultima thulepf 
the NoKkwest. He was sent as the first 
delegate to Coagress f^om tha Territory of 
Minnesota, dafaatlng U. U. Blaa wha af- 
terward wasaae af tha ftrat aaaatora la 
CoagnMB from tha Itala. While tha aaab- 
llag act for thia Stato w^ bafora the House 
Cammittaa aa Tatrltoriee, as a oomphmeut 
to BIblay hla'homa (Mendola) was named 
as the eapital, hut he firmly de- 
clined the honor, and Insisted on ^St. 
I'aul as tho seat ot the Aate Government. 
Had Mendota be«;i selected it would liave 
made Uoueral Sibley a millionaire. His 
pride in bis good name has kept him out of 
numerous elianoos to make money by 
shrewd enhaneement of real eetato by leg- 
islatioB. Ha was tho first goTemor of the 
Siato, and algned, iRder compulsion of the 
Supreme Court, the $7,000,000 of thrioe- 
repadiatad railroad baoda, which a year 
ago wara radaanad at flftv aenta oa the 
dollar. Bia management or the Sioux war 
was severely criticised for ita delays and 
apparent disregard fur the Buffering eap- 
tives, but at the end it was shown that his 
knowledge of Indian character and saga- 
cious modem warfare was the moans of 
saving hundreds of lives and of relsaalag 
every aaptivs safe and sound. When the 
war waa aver he hanged Ibrty-thrae war- 
rlora at Maakato ana settled tha Bieiix 
Iraablaa parmaaaatly. Tkay hava Urad 
paaaafilly ea their reservatleaa la Bakola 
aver alaaa.
